To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Litchfield  in  the  County  of 
Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Griffin  Memorial  School  in 
said  Litchfield  on  Tuesday,  the  5th  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  vote,  by  ballot,  on  the  following  questions: 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  Number  One  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Litchfield,  New 
Hampshire,  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  6 

AMENDMENT  NO.  ONE 

MOBILE  HOMES 

To  allow  the  limited  construction  of  mobile  home  parks  within  the 
Town  by  deleting  Article  6  in  its  entirety  and  adding  a  new  Article  6  as 
follows: 

In  order  to  provide  a  diversity  of  housing  opportunities  for  people 
of  all  ages  within  the  Town,  construction  of  mobile  home  parks  shall  be 
permitted  only  according  to  the  following  provisions: 

1.  No  mobile  home  shall  be  parked  for  a  period  of  longer  than 
seven  (7)  days  and/or  maintained  for  residential  or  commercial  use 
except  in  an  approved  mobile  home  park. 

2.  Application  to  establish  a  mobile  home  park  shall  be  submitted 
in  writing  to  the  Planning  Board  and  shall  contain  the  following 
information: 

a.  Interested  Party  -  the  name  and  address  of  the  applicant  and  of 
the  owner  if  not  the  applicant. 

b.  Plot  Plan  -  a  plot  plan  in  six  (6)  copies  at  a  scale  of  not  less  than 
1  inch  equals  100  feet  prepared  by  a  licensed  architect  or  engineer  or 
qualified  land  planner  and  showing  at  least  the  following:  key  map 
showing  location  of  the  site;  site  boundaries  and  all  abuttors;  roads; 
location,  size,  shape,  and  identification  number  of  mobile  home  lots; 
location  of  sanitary  and  other  utility  provisions;  and  the  site  topography 
and  proposed  methods  of  drainage. 

c.  Certification  -  certification  from  the  Town  Health  Officer  as  to 
the  compliance  with  the  sanitary  and  health  requirements  of  the  Town 
of  Litchfield. 
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d.  Proof  -  Proof  of  ownership,  option,  or  valid  lease  of  the  premise 
proposed  for  a  mobile  home  park. 

3.  No  person  shall  establish,  conduct,  or  maintain  a  mobile  home 
park  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
which  shall  be  renewed  annually  at  an  annual  permit  fee  of  $10.00. 

4.  Requirements 

a.  Minimum  size  required  for  a  mobile  home  park  shall  be  fifty  (50) 
acres. 

b.  All  land  comprising  a  mobile  home  park  shall  remain  under 
common,  single,  or  cooperative  ownership. 

c.  Each  mobile  home  park  and  all  mobile  homes  within  a  park  shall 
be  served  by  central  water  and  central  sanitary  sewer  systems  approved 
by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Public  Health  Services  and 
the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  and  the  Town 
Health  Officer. 

d.  The  number  of  mobile  homes  permitted  in  a  mobile  home  park 
shall  be  three  per  acre  of  the  total  acreage  of  the  Gross  Tract  Area;  such 
Gross  Tract  Area  may  include  a  maximum  of  Twenty-five  (25)  per  cent 
of  wetlands  as  defined  by  the  National  Co-operative  Soil  Survey  as  being 
poorly  drained  and  very  poorly  drained  soils. 

e.  The  minimum  lot  size  for  each  mobile  home  shall  be  10,000 
square  feet,  the  minimum  distance  between  adjacent  mobile  homes  shall 
be  fifty  (50)  feet,  and  the  minimum  setback  from  the  street  right  of 
way  shall  be  fifty  (50)  feet. 

f.  No  mobile  home  may  be  located  closer  than  100  feet  to  any 
property  boundary  of  the  mobile  home  park  of  closer  than  100  feet  to 
any  town  road.  All  such  setbacks  shall  be  properly  landscaped. 

g.  All  streets  within  a  mobile  home  park  shall  have  a  30  foot  right 
of  way  and  shall  be  well  drained,  paved  according  to  Town  specifica- 
tions as  set  forth  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations,  and  well  maintained  by 
the  owner  or  operator  of  the  park. 

h.  The  operator  of  a  mobile  home  park  shall  maintain  a  permanent 
register  which  shall  contain  the  date  of  arrival,  the  make,  year,  and  serial 
number  of  the  mobile  home,  and  the  name  of  the  occupants;  such 
register  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  at  any  reasonable  time  by  a  duly 
authorized  officer  of  the  Town  of  Litchfield. 
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i.  Central  facility  buildings  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  a 
park  may  be  constructed  within  a  park  subject  to  the  same  setback 
requirements  pertaining  to  mobile  homes  and  subject  to  all  provisions  of 
the  Building  Code  of  the  Town  of  Litchfield. 

j.  The  park  shall  be  so  located  and  arranged  as  to  insure  adequate 
surface  drainage. 

k.  A  minimum  of  \lA  paved  off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be 
provided  for  each  mobile  home  and  shall  be  located  as  to  provide 
convenient  access  to  each  mobile  home. 

1.  The  maximum  number  of  mobile  homes  permits  issued  in  any 
given  year  shall  not  increase  the  total  number  of  mobile  homes  to  a 
percentage  greater  than  15%  of  the  total  dwelling  units.  The  computa- 
tion shall  not  include  any  existing  mobile  homes  as  part  of  the  total 
dwelling  units. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  Number  One  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Litchfield,  New 
Hampshire,  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

TOWN  HOUSES,  ATTACHED  DWELLINGS,  AND 

MULTIPLE-FAMILY  RESIDENCES 

AMENDMENT  NO.  ONE 

To  allow  the  limited  construction  of  town  houses  and  apartments 
within  the  Town  as  follows: 

A.  Delete  the  third  paragraph  of  Article  1,  Section  1,  which  reads  as 
follows: 

"No  multiple-family  dwellings  of  three  or  more  dwelling  units  is 
permitted  in  the  Town  of  Litchfield." 

B.  Add  a  new  Article  1,  Section  3,  as  follows: 

SECTION  3:  Town  Houses,  Attached  Dwellings,  and  Multiple-family 
Residences  -  In  order  to  provide  a  diversity  of  housing  opportunities  for 
people  of  all  ages  within  the  Town,  construction  of  town  houses, 
attached  dwellings,  and  multiple-family  residences  shall  be  permitted 
only  according  to  the  following  provisions: 

1.  Application  to  construct  an  apartment  complex  shall  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  to  the  Planning  Board  and  shall  contain  the  following 
information: 

a.  Interested  Party  -  the  name  and  address  of  the  applicant  and  of 
the  owner  if  not  the  applicant. 
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b.  Plot  Plan  -  a  plot  plan  in  six  (6)  copies  at  a  scale  of  not  less  than 
1  inch  equals  100  feet  prepared  by  a  licensed  architect  or  engineer  or 
qualified  land  planner  and  showing  at  least  the  following:  key  map 
showing  location  of  the  site;  site  boundaries  and  all  abuttors;  roads; 
location,  size,  shape,  and  identification  number  of  apartment  units; 
location  of  sanitary  and  other  utility  provisions;  and  site  topography  and 
proposed  methods  of  draining. 

c.  Proof  -  proof  of  ownership,  option,  or  valid  lease  of  the  premises 
proposed  for  an  apartment  complex. 

2.  Requirements 

a.  Minimum  size  required  for  an  apartment  complex  shall  be  ten 
(10)  acres;  such  gross  tract  area  may  include  a  maximum  of  twenty-five 
(25)  percent  of  wetlands  as  defined  by  the  National  Co-operative  Soil 
Survey  as  being  drained  and  very  poorly  drained  soils. 

b.  The  density  shall  be  four  (4)  dwelling  units  per  acre.  The  density 
may  be  increased  to  five  (5)  dwelling  units  per  acre  with  either  a  central 
water  system  or  central  sewage  system;  or  to  six  (6)  dwelling  units  per 
acre  with  both  a  central  water  and  central  sewage  system. 

c.  The  maximum  number  of  bedrooms  per  dwelling  unit  shall  be 
two  (2). 

d.  The  maximum  number  of  dwelling  units  per  building  shall  be 
twelve  (12). 

e.  The  maximum  height  of  the  units  shall  not  exceed  two  and  a  half 
(2)6)  stories  or  thirty  (30)  feet. 

f.  The  minimum  setback  between  building  units  shall  be  fifty  (50) 
feet. 

g.  The  minimum  setback  from  adjacent  developed  single  family 
acreas  shall  be  one  hundred  (100)  feet.  The  minimum  setback  from 
undeveloped  commercial  or  industrial  areas  shall  be  fifty  (50)  feet.  The 
minimum  front  setback  shall  be  one  hundred  (100)  feet.  All  setback 
areas  shall  be  maintained  in  their  natural  state  or  suitably  landscaped. 

h.  All  streets  within  an  apartment  complex  shall  be  a  minimum 
thirty  (30)  foot  cleared  right  of  way  and  paved  according  to  Town 
specifications  as  set  forth  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations,  and  well- 
drained  and  maintained  by  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  complex. 
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i.  Central  facility  buildings  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  a 
complex  may  be  constructed  within  a  complex  subject  to  the  same 
setback  requirements  pertaining  to  apartments  and  subject  to  all  pro- 
visions of  the  Building  Code  of  the  Town  of  Litchfield. 

j.  The  complex  shall  be  so  located  and  arranged  as  to  insure 
adequate  surface  drainage. 

k.  A  minimum  of  one  and  a  half  (Wi)  paved  off-street  parking 
spaces  shall  be  provided  for  each  apartment  and  shall  be  located  as  to 
provide  convenient  access  to  each  apartment  unit. 

1.  Suitable  recreational  facilities  shall  be  designed,  installed  and 
maintained  by  the  owner  of  the  complex. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Litchfield,  New 
Hampshire. 

ARTICLE  9 
NON-RESIDENTIAL  SITE  PLAN  REVIEW 

To  empower  the  Planning  Board  to  review  site  plans  for  non- 
-residential  development  under  N.H.  RSA  36:19-a  as  follows: 

36:19-a  Further  Power  of  Planning  Boards.  A  municipality,  having 
adopted  a  zoning  ordinance  as  provided  in  RSA  31:60-89,  and  where 
the  Planning  Board  has  adopted  subdivision  regulations  as  provided  in 
Sections  19-24  hereof,  may  further  empower  the  Planning  Board  to 
review,  and  approve  or  disapprove  site  plans  for  the  development  of 
tracts  for  non-residential  uses  including  but  not  inclusive  of  apartments, 
mobile  home  parks,  commercial  and  industrial  development  whether  or 
not  such  development  includes  a  subdivision  or  re-subdivision  of  the  site. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Litchfield,  New 
Hampshire. 


ARTICLE  10 
WETLAND  DISTRICT 

A.  General 

The    Wetland    District    is    hereby    determined    to    be    those    areas 
indentified  and  delineated  as  poorly  drained  or  very  poorly  drained  soils 
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and  as  bodies  of  water  by  the  National  Co-operative  Soil  Survey  through 
field  mapping  surveys  completed  in  1971  and  shown  on  its  field 
mapping  photographic  sheets  for  the  Town  of  Litchfield,  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  Wetland  District  as  herein  defined  is  shown  on  a  map  or  maps 
designated  as  the  Town  of  Litchfield  Wetland  District  Map.  This  map  is 
to  be  used  as  a  guide  only.  The  final  determination  of  wetland  areas 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of  each  individual  owner  or  developer  and 
shall  be  so  submitted  to  the  Board  for  their  review  at  the  required  time. 
For  a  detailed  explanation  of  Land  Uses,  Town  of  Litchfield,  Hills- 
borough County,  New  Hampshire,  February  1972,  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk  and  the  Planning  Board. 

The  Wetland  District  shall  be  considered  as  overlaying  any  other 
Districts  established  by  this  Ordinance.  Any  use  permitted  in  the 
portions  of  the  Districts  so  overlayed  shall  only  be  permitted  subject  to 
all  provisions  of  this  Article. 

In  the  event  an  area  is  incorrectly  designated  as  being  poorly 
drained  or  very  poorly  drained  soils  on  the  Town  of  Litchfield  Wetland 
District  Map  and  evidence  to  that  effect  is  satisfactorily  presented  to  the 
Town  Building  Inspector,  the  restrictions  contained  in  this  Section  shall 
not  apply.  Such  evidence  may  be  obtained  by  adequate  on-site  soil 
investigation  and  analysis  conducted  by  a  soils  scientist  qualified  in  field 
analysis. 

B.  Purpose 

In  the  interest  of  public  health,  convenience,  safety  and  welfare,  the 
regulations  of  this  District  are  intended  to  guide  the  use  of  areas  of  land 
with  extended  periods  of  high  water  tables: 

1.  To  control  development  and  land  uses  on  naturally  occurring 
wetlands  which  would  contribute  to  pollution  of  surface  and  ground 
water  by  sewage. 

2.  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  natural  wetlands  which  provide 
flood  protection,  recharge  of  ground  water  supply,  and  augmentation  of 
stream  flow  during  dry  periods. 

3.  To  prevent  unnecessary  or  excessive  expenses  to  the  Town  to 
provide  and  maintain  essential  services  and  utilities  which  arise  because 
of  inharmonious  use  of  wetlands. 
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4.  To  encourage  those  uses  that  can  be  appropriately  and  safely 
located  in  wetland  areas. 

C.  Use  Regulations 

1.  Permitted  Uses  -  any  of  the  following  uses  that  do  not  alter  the 
surface  configuration  by  the  addition  of  fill  and  that  are  otherwise 
permitted  by  the  zoning  ordinance: 

a.  Forestry  -  tree  farming; 

b.  Agriculture,  including  grazing,  farming,  truck  gardening  and 
harvesting  of  crops,  utilizing  all  past  and  future  agricultural  technology; 

c.  Water  impoundments  and  well  supplies; 

d.  Drainage  ways  -  streams,  creeks,  or  other  paths  of  normal  runoff 
waters; 

e.  Wildlife  refuge; 

f.  Parks  and  such  recreation  uses  as  are  consistent  with  the  purpose 
and  intentions  of  Section  B; 

g.  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails; 

h.  Open  space  as  permitted  by  suvdivision  regulations  and  other 
sections  of  this  ordinance. 

2.  Special  Provisions 

a.  No  septic  tank  or  leech  field  may  be  located  closer  than 
seventy-five  (75)  feet  to  any  wetland. 

b.  Wetland  areas  excluding  bodies  of  water  may  be  used  to  satisfy 
minimum  lot  area  and  setback  requirements  and  may  be  used  when 
applying  a  residential  density  factor  provided  that  that  portion  which  is 
wetland  does  not  exceed  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  either  the  mini- 
mum required  lot  area  or  the  gross  tract  area  to  which  a  residential 
density  factor  is  being  applied,  and  provided  that  the  remaining  lot  area 
or  gross  tract  area  is  sufficient  in  size  and  configuration  to  adequately 
accommodate  all  required  utilities  such  as  sewage  disposal  and  water 
supply;  for  on-site  septic  tank  and  leech  fields  this  shall  include  both  a 
primary  and  a  secondary  leech  field  location. 

D.  Special  Exceptions 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  after  proper  public  notice  and 
public  hearing,  may  grant  special  exception  for  the  following  uses  within 
the  Wetland  District,  the  application  for  such  uses  having  been  referred 
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by  the  Board  to  the  Planning  Board,  the  Conservation  Commission,  and 
the  Health  Officer  and  reported  upon  by  all  three  prior  to  the  public 
hearing  or  thirty  days  having  elapsed  following  such  referral  without 
receipt  of  such  reports: 

1.  Streets,  roads,  and  other  access  ways  and  utility  rights  of  way 
easements  including  power  lines  and  pipe  lines  if  essential  to  the 
productive  use  of  land  not  so  zoned  and  if  so  located  and  constructed  as 
to  minimize  any  detrimental  impact  of  such  uses  upon  the  wetlands. 

2.  The  undertaking  of  a  use  not  otherwise  permitted  in  the  Wetland 
District,  which  may  include  the  erection  of  a  structure,  dredging,  filling, 
draining,  or  otherwise  altering  the  surface  configuration  of  the  land,  if  it 
can  be  shown  that  such  proposed  use  will  not  conflict  with  the  purpose 
and  intentions  of  Section  B  and  if  such  proposed  use  is  otherwise 
permitted  by  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Proper  evidence  of  this  effect  shall 
be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  findings  of  a  review  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  Soil  Conservation  Service,  Hillsborough  County 
Conservation  District  of  the  environmental  effects  of  such  proposed  use 
upon  the  wetlands  in  question. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Litchfield,  New 
Hampshire. 

ARTICLE  II 
CLUSTER  OPEN  SPACE  DEVELOPMENT 

A.  General 

Cluster  Open  Space  Development  may  be  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board  as  a  special  subdivision  of  land  in  accordance  with  the  following 
provisions  and  the  procedures,  specifications,  and  requirements  as  con- 
tained in  the  Subdivision  Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Litchfield. 

B.  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  Cluster  Open  Space  Development  and  to  which 
purpose  any  such  development  must  adhere  is  to  promote  the  conserva- 
tion of  the  natural  environment  and  the  development  of  community 
uses  in  harmony  with  the  natural  features  of  the  land,  to  provide  a 
diversity  of  housing  environments  and  recreational  and  open  space  uses, 
and  to  provide  for  an  efficient  use  of  land,  streets,  and  utility  systems. 
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C.  General  Regulations 

1.  Cluster  Open  Space  Development  shall  be  permitted  in  any 
District  in  which  residential  development  is  permitted  and  shall  be 
permitted  on  tracts  of  land  of  single  or  consolidated  ownership  which 
are  of  at  least  fifteen  (15)  contiguous  acres  in  size. 

2.  The  maximum  number  of  dwelling  units  permitted  in  any  Cluster 
Open  Space  Development  shall  be  determined  by  dividing  the  minimum 
lot  sizes  of  the  District  in  which  the  Development  is  located  into  the 
Gross  Tract  Area  of  the  Development  which  shall  exclude  streets  and 
road  ways;  such  Gross  Tract  Area  may  include  a  maximum  of  twenty- 
five  (25)  percent  of  wetlands  as  defined  by  the  National  Co-operative 
Soil  Survey  as  being  poorly  drained  or  very  poorly  drained  soils. 

3.  Cluster  Open  Space  Development  shall  not  be  required  to 
conform  to  minimum  frontage,  setback,  and  lot  sizes  required  elsewhere 
in  this  Ordinance  but  shall  be  so  designed  and  constructed  as  to 
accommodate  natural  site  conditions  and  to  minimize  the  effects  of 
development  upon  natural  features  of  the  environment  such  as  topog- 
raphy, vegetation,  drainage,  and  soils  types.  Required  front  setback  shall 
be  fifty  (50)  feet  and  side  and  rear  setbacks  shall  be  twenty  (20)  feet. 

4.  All  streets  and  highways  shall  be  built  to  town  specifications  and 
classified  as  public  ways.  Streets  and  road  ways  design  and  layout  shall 
be  subject  to  review  and  approval  of  the  Planning  Board.  Requirements 
for  clearing,  cutting,  and  stumping  may  be  modified  with  the  approval 
of  the  Planning  Board. 

5.  At  least  twenty  (20)  percent  of  the  non-wetland  portion  of  the 
Gross  Tract  Area  shall  be  set  aside  as  common  open  space  for  the  use 
and  enjoyment  of  the  residents  of  the  Development  and  shall  perma- 
nently be  restricted  for  open  space  recreational  and  conservation  uses. 

6.  The  location,  variety,  accessibility,  and  orientation  to  other  uses 
of  this  common  open  space  shall  be  suitable  to  the  type  of  character  of 
the  proposed  Development. 

7.  Such  common  open  space  shall  be  protected  by  recreational  and 
conservation  easements,  and  shall  be  covenanted,  leased  or  conveyed  to 
be  maintained  as  permanent  open  space,  or  shall  permanently  be 
protected  in  other  suitable  ways  so  as  to  guaranty  the  following: 
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a.  the  continued  use  of  such  land  for  the  intended  purposes 

b.  continuity  of  proper  maintenance  for  those  portions  of  the  open 
space  land  requiring  maintenance 

c.  the  availability  of  funds  required  for  such  maintenance 

d.  adequate  insurance  protection 

e.  recovery  for  loss  sustained  by  casualty,  condemnation  or  other- 
wise and 

f.  in  the  case  of  a  homeowners  association  or  other  similar  form  of 
ownership,  that  the  membership  and  obligation  of  the  residents  of  the 
Cluster  Open  Space  Development  be  automatic  upon  the  conveyance  of 
title  or  lease  to  individual  dwelling  units. 

8.  The  Planning  Board  must  file  in  the  Hillsborough  County 
Registry  of  Deeds  at  the  time  the  approved  final  subdivision  map  is 
filed,  legal  documents  provided  by  the  applicant  which  produce  guaran- 
tees described  and  contained  in  paragraph  7,  and  in  particular,  will 
provide  a  method  for  restricting  the  use  of  Common  Open  Space  for  the 
designated  purposes. 

9.  Structures  located  within  200  feet  of  any  existing  residential 
development  shall  conform  to  the  minimum  lot  size,  frontages  and 
setbacks  existing  therein. 

D.  Revisions 

The  Development  shall  conform  to  the  approved  Cluster  Open 
Space  Development  plan.  After  final  approval  the  applicant,  his  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  shall  make  no  alterations,  additions,  or  deletions  to  the 
approved  plan  except  with  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

E. 

It  is  the  intent  of  this  article  that  all  streets,  public  ways,  and  open 
space  within  the  Cluster  Development  shall  remain  in  common  owner- 
ship with  all  members  of  the  Development  and  cannot  be  reverted  back 
to  the  Town. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  Number  One  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Litchfield,  New 
Hampshire,  Subdivision  Regulations. 

A.  Delete  "5  year  storm  frequency."  and  add  the  following: 
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SUBDIVISION  REGULATIONS 

Section  6:  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  PRELIMINARY  LAYOUT  FOR

flow  will  be  400  feet  parallel  to  streets.  Location  of  catch  basin,  dry 
wells,  culverts,  etc.  will  be  based  on  the  national  formula  for  a  10-year 
storm  frequency,  together  with  existing  or  modified  land  contours.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1973 

At  the  Town  Meeting  you  will  be  asked  to  vote  on  one  full  time 
officer  for  the  Town  (if  Federal  Funding  is  available).  This  will  not  give 
the  Town  full  time  police  protection,  but  will  be  a  beginning.  One  man 
will  give  coverage  for  forty  to  forty  five  hours  a  week.  His  salary  could 
run  with  fringe  benefits  between  eight  and  ten  thousand  dollars  a  year. 
For  the  rest  of  the  time  your  police  calls  and  patrolling  would  be  done 
by  the  men  who  have  always  done  this  service.  To  give  full  time  service 
and  coverage,  we  would  need  five  officers,  a  dispatcher  and  probably  a 
secretary. 

Each  voter  will  have  to  decide  for  himself.  We  trust  that  questions 
will  be  asked,  and  discussion  will  be  thorough  before  voting  on  this 
subject. 

This  past  year,  house  breaks  have  been  few,  although  builders  have 
been  hit  where  supplies,  especially  plywood,  have  been  left  at  sites.  This 
article,  easy  to  handle  and  dispose  of  has  been  taken  from  four  sites. 
Investigation  is  still  continuing.  If  anyone  sees  or  hears  anything,  we 
would  appreciate  your  contacting  us.  Any  information  will  be  kept 
confidential.  With  more  houses  being  built  in  secluded  areas,  especially 
where  trees  hide  them  from  neighbors,  and  where  many  couples  both 
work,  leaving  the  buildings  vacant  for  several  hours,  more  opportunity  is 
presented  to  would-be  burglars.  Often  these  people  work  so  openly  that 
no  notice  is  taken  if  they  are  seen  near  dwellings.  A  good  idea,  if  you 
don't  recognize  someone,  call  —  a  quick  check  can  be  made. 

For  the  first  time  bicycles  were  registered.  The  registration  covers  a 
two  year  period.  All  bicycles  registered  were  checked  for  equipment  and 
serial  numbers  by  members  of  the  police  department.  Several  bikes  have 
been  returned  to  their  owners  through  registration  numbers.  This  also 
gave  the  officers  a  chance  to  get  acquainted  with  a  lot  of  our  younger 
riders.  Bicycle  safety  is  of  utmost  importance  where  the  riders  are  on 
fast  and  heavily  traveled  roads.  Let's  keep  a  good  record  going. 

Both  of  your  emergency  departments  are  still  part  time.  Over  the 
years  many  persons  have  worked  on  these  departments.  They  have  been 
dedicated  and  have  given  many  hours  of  service,  willingly  and  ably.  With 
our  increased  growth,  soon  both  departments  will  be  manned  by  full 
time  personnel.  But,  to  the  men  who  have  played  an  important  part  in 
the  growth  of  the  town,  our  thanks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented  in  every 
town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the  forest  fire  warden. 
Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  fire 
warden.  Except  for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  between  9:00 
a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  industrial  burn  or  it  is 
raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted  in  his  work  by  the  District  Forest 
Fire  Chief  who  works  for  the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic 
Development  Forest  Fire  Service. 


Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  important  part  of  the 
Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show  the  need  with  72%  of  the 
fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris  burning  and  children.  Smokey  the  Bear 
is  an  important  prevention  tool  but  he  still  needs  much  help  from  the 
public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children  of  the  hazards  of  playing  with 
matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that  a  lighted  match  held  in  their  hand 
is  a  potential  forest  fire.

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LITCHFIELD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Litchfield  Conservation  Commission  looks  back  on  a  year  of 
undramatic  achievement,  a  year  spent  mainly  in  consolidation  of  past 
efforts  and  in  planning  for  the  future. 

Conservation  members  Durocher  and  Colby  have  worked  with 
members  of  the  Recreation  Commission  and  Board  of  Selectmen  on  a 
committee  which  has  been  responsible  for  the  grading  and  seeding  of  the 
slopes  in  the  Corning  Memorial  Park.  It  should  be  noted  that  develop- 
ment of  the  Park  was  made  possible  by  matching  funds  from  the  federal 
Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation. 

In  June,  the  Commission  sponsored  a  Town  Clean-Up  Day  in  an 
attempt  to  clear  away  the  accumulated  trash  along  the  highways.  A  crew 
made  up  of  children  and  adults  worked  very  hard  and  was  rewarded  by 
refreshments  donated  by  McDonald's  of  Derry.  Although  the  trash 
appeared  back  on  the  roads  in  a  week,  it  is  felt  that  the  educational 
value  of  the  project  made  it  worth  the  effort. 

Current  problems  of  maintenance  of  town  parks  are  still  being 
solved  by  this  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  It  is  an 
inescapable  fact  that,  as  a  town  grows,  the  problems  created  by  growth 
are  geometrical,  rather  than  mathematical.  (See  Malthius,  on  population 
growth!)  For  the  second  consecutive  year,  we  would  like  to  point  out 
the  necessity  for  a  Town  Parks  Department  which  will  be  responsible  for 
the  care  and  policing  of  these  important  areas  in  the  interest  of  public 
health  and  safety. 

A  joint  meeting  with  the  Londonderry  Conservation  Commission 
was  held  to  explore  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  State  Park  in  the 
Litchfield-Londonderry  area.  Discussions  are  still  in  progress. 

Directives  from  the  state  capitol  have  been  alternately  helpful  and 
confusing.  In  the  former  category  there  is  a  reminder  that  if  any 
landowner  would  like  a  lower  tax  assessment  under  the  "current  use" 
law  (HB  307),  he  must  apply  on  a  new  form  available  at  the  tax 
collector's  office.  So  if  you  own  land  qualifying  as  "farm,  flood  plain, 
forest  recreation,  wild  land  or  wetland,"  and  wish  to  take  advantage  of 
this,  don't  forget  to  apply. 

In  the  "confusing"  category,  we  can  list  the  "strengthening"  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  Enabling  Act,  which  was  designed  to  increase 
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the  interaction  between  town  planning  boards  and  conservation  com- 
missions. The  intent  was  to  have  one  person  who  would  serve  on  both 
boards,  but  the  confused  language  of  the  bill  made  the  enactment  a 
problem.  The  latest  word  from  Concord  is  that  a  member  of  the 
Planning  Board  may  serve  on  the  Conservation  Commission  as  soon  as  a 
vacancy  arises.  Fortunately  the  two  boards  in  Litchfield  have  a  back- 
ground of  common  goals  and  have  worked  well  together  without  any 
enabling  legislation.  However,  it  is  nice  to  be  legal. 

Local  conservation  commissions  have  also  been  given  the  power  of 
review  in  dredge  and  fill  projects,  which  will  give  extra  protection  to 
wetlands  and  surface  water  areas.  (H.B.  817). 

Continuing  efforts  are  being  made  to  identify,  acquire  and  protect 
appropriate  open  spaces  throughout  the  town  for  the  future  use  and 
enjoyment  of  all  citizens.  We  solicit  ideas  and  projects  from  all  persons 
interested  in  acting  instead  of  reacting.  There  is  still  time  to  plan  and 
act  now  instead  of  waiting  until  any  possible  action  is  too  little  and  too 
late.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Recreation  Committee  held  20  formal  meetings  during  1973. 

In  March  the  Commission  put  its  newly  purchased  athletic  equip- 
ment to  use  with  a  "Saturday  of  Fun"  at  the  Griffin  School  gym.  Field 
Hockey,  Basketball,  Volleyball,  was  enjoyed  by  both  boys  and  girls. 
More  of  this  type  of  activity  was  planned. 

In  May  the  Commission  held  a  bean  supper.  This  event  was  enjoyed 
by  many  townspeople,  especially  the  senior  citizens  who  were  invited  as 
special  guests  of  the  Recreation  Commission. 

The  North  End  Recreation  Park,  located  between  Corning  Road  and 
the  North  and  Brook  Road  on  the  south  was  finally  completed. 

A  water  drainage  problem  did  arise  here,  but  with  additional 
drainage  pipes  added  along  the  east  end  of  the  field,  this  problem  was 
solved.  The  field  was  loamed  and  seeded  in  the  fall.  With  the  addition  of 
a  back  stop  and  playground  equipment  this  area  should  be  functioning 
in  the  spring  and  summer  of  '74. 

The  Commission  held  its  Annual  Field  Day  the  last  Sunday  in 
August.  This  event  has  been  growing  yearly.  Estimated  attendance  was 
300  people. 

Starting  in  October  the  Men's  Night  went  into  effect  at  Griffin 
School  gym.  From  7:30  to  10:00  P.M.  every  Wednesday  night.  The  men 
play  basketball  and  volleyball  and  enjoy  the  exercise  and  good  times. 
This  is  open  to  all  Litchfield  men. 

The  Halloween  Party  was  well  attended  by  many  trick  or  treaters. 
This  will  be  an  annual  event  corresponding  to  a  trick  or  treat  night. 

Congratulations  to  the  Little  League  and  its  staff  on  the  excellent 
job  done  on  the  new  Little  League  Field.  Many  thanks  to  all  of  those 
who  contributed.  The  Commission  appreciates  the  support  the  towns- 
people have  given,  and  with  this  we  can  plan  on  more  areas  of 
recreation  in  '74.

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ROAD  AGENT  REPORT  FOR  1973 

It  was  possible  to  complete  all  suggested  projects  for  the  year. 

Talent  Road,  Colby  Road  and  parts  of  Pinecrest  &  Cutler  Roads 
received  a  seal  coat  of  asphalt.  This  will  not  necessarily  improve  the 
riding  quality  but  will  protect  from  water  damage  prolonging  the  life  of 
existing  roads. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  slope  the  banks  to  a  2  to  1  ratio  and  add 
a  culvert  on  Pinecrest  Road  before  the  State  Engineer  would  approve  it 
for  paving.  This  was  done  and  the  State's  equipment  came  in  and  mixed 
in  place  a  pavement  24  ft.  wide  and  approximately  3000  ft.  in  length. 
An  additional  1400  ft.  of  Pinecrest  was  widened  and  graveled  by  Hector 
Ducharme,  who  was  low  bidder  on  this  project. 

The  equipment  for  which  money  was  raised  at  the  Town  Meeting 
was  purchased  from  H.C.  Hazelton  Inc.  of  Manchester.  This  consisted  of 
Snow  plow,  wing  and  spreader  body. 

It  is  expected  that  all  material  used  in  road  maintenance  will 
increase  in  cost  in  the  ensuing  year,  especially  asphalt,  cold  patch  and 
plow  blades.

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MERRIMACK  VALLEY  HOME  HEALTH  CARE 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  demand  for  and  complexity  of  health  services  required  by  the 
citizens  of  Litchfield  continues  to  grow  as  the  population  of  the  town 
expands. 

Our  staff  made  294  skilled  nursing  visits  in  fiscal  1972  -  1973  in 
Litchfield.  Follow-up  and  referrals  to  state  cardiac,  orthopedic,  pediatric 
and  specialized  clinics  continued  at  a  record  pace. 

Financial  problems  were  noted  among  citizens  with  assistance  being 
given  in  referrals  for  welfare  funds,  surplus  foods  and  other  aid  as 
available. 

Our  staff  consists  of  a  Director/Supervisor,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Marcek, 
B.S.,  R.N.,  two  staff  nurses,  Mrs.  Holly  Bricker,  B.S.,  R.N.,  and  Mrs. 
Lois  Thompson,  R.N.,  a  physical  therapist,  Mrs.  Phyllis  Onksen,  R.P.T., 
an  occupational  therapist,  Mrs.  Mary  Reed,  O.T.R.,  and  a  secretary,  Mrs. 
Betty  Greenleaf.  In  October  1973  our  Homemaker  -  Home  Health  Aide 
program  began  with  four  part-time  trained  aides,  Mrs.  Shirley  Foret, 
Mrs.  Nancy  Leppanen,  Mrs.  Eva  Leahy,  and  Mrs.  Leanne  Norton,  and 
their  supervisor,  Mrs.  Lois  Thompson,  R.N.,  providing  service  to  a 
variety  of  patients  in  their  homes.  This  service  has  been  funded  initially 
through  a  Title  IV  A  grant  and  has  proved  to  be  very  worthwhile. 

Documentation  and  accountability  demands  continue  to  become 
more  complex  as  new  Federal  guidelines  appear  and  new  regulations  are 
voted  in.  Our  agency  continues  to  be  under  wage-price  regulations  and  is 
accountable  to  the  Cost  of  Living  Council.  Overhead  costs  to  provide 
service  continue  to  climb  at  the  same  time  state  funding  has  all  but 
disappeared. 

We  did  apply  for  funding  in  1974  to  the  Manchester,  Nashua  and 
Lowell  United  Funds.  Manchester  did  not  grant  the  request,  Lowell  did 
not  act  on  the  request  and  Nashua  granted  our  request  for  funding  to 
assist  us  in  obtaining  adequate  staff  for  the  growing  caseload. 

Participation  in  state  health  programs  and  educational  programs 
continued  as  staff  time  was  available.  A  Multi-phasic  screening  program 
was  co-sponsored  with  the  Nashua  Visiting  Nurses  at  the  Medi-Fair  in 
the  Nashua  Mall. 

Referral  systems  could  be  strengthened  in  Hospitals  and  via 
physicians  which  could  help  the  ill  to  locate  us  as  a  source  of  help.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


Litchfield  continues  to  grow,  many  new  Streets  and  Homes  were 
constructed  during  1973.  The  pace  has  slowed  down  due  to  lack  of 
construction  funds,  but  the  Planning  Board  has  approved  or  is  presently 
reviewing  future  sub-divisions  to  double  the  Town's  population  and 
again  we  are  requesting  new  Zoning  Laws  or  changes  to  keep  pace  with 
the  growth.  Only  50%  of  the  defeated  zoning  changes  requested  last 
year  are  being  proposed  at  this  time  so  there  is  no  room  for  misinterpre- 
tations. 


The  Planning  Board  requested,  that  the  Selectmen  request  the 
services  of  20  townspeople  to  be  formed  into  a  committee  to  work  with 
the  Planning  Board  on  these  and  new  zoning  ordinances.  The  committee 
with  a  2  year  tenure  was  formed  and  has  assisted  the  Planning  Board 
immeasurably  to  date.  Although  there  are  only  8  to  10  active  members 
at  present. 


The  Planning  Board  realizes  that  there  are  those  in  town  who  do 
not  want  zoning.  However,  based  upon  the  types  of  problems  the  town 
has  already  experienced  and  will  continue  to  experience  as  it  continues 
to  grow  at  a  rapid  rate,  the  Planning  Board  feels  that  the  zoning 
revisions  it  is  proposing  for  town  vote  are  highly  desirable  in  order  to 
protect  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  both  now  and  in  the  future.  Most 
of  all  our  neighboring  towns  have  adapted  these  zoning  regulations.

Meeting  opened  at  10:02  A.M.  in  the  Griffin  Memorial  School  with 
the  reading  of  the  Town  and  School  Warrants  by  the  Moderator  David 
A.  Campbell.  Polls  opened  at  10:10  A.M.  Mr.  Howard  W.  Parker 
presented  a  petition  to  Mr.  Campbell  which  read  as  follows:  PETITION 
UNDER  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  RSA  31:64.  We,  the  undersigned,  citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Litchfield,  a  municipal  corporation  of  Hillsborough 
County,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  Landowners  therein,  hereby 
PROTEST  any  and  all  changes  or  amendments  to  the  present  Litchfield 
Zoning  Ordinance  proposed  by  the  Litchfield  Planning  Board  at  two 
public  hearings  held  November  20,  1972  and  February  12,  1973,  which 
changes  or  amendments  are  to  be  voted  on  at  the  1973  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  There  were  nine  amendments  discussed  at  the  hearing  held 
February  12,  1973,  with  the  ninth  proposed  amendment  having  five 
subsections,  a  to  e. 

The  purpose  of  this  Petition  is  to  require  a  two-thirds  vote  for 
passage  of  any  such  changes  or  amendments  to  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance  when  voted  on  at  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

This  petition  was  first  presented  to  the  Moderator  March  5,  1973  at 
9:30  P.M.  at  the  Town  Clerk's  Office.  Signed  by  the  Moderator  and  the 
Town  Clerk,  it  was  then  presented  to  the  Moderator  after  the  official 
opening  of  the  Meeting  of  March  6,  1973,  where  it  was  received  by  and 
signed  by  Carl  A.  Peterson,  Chairman,  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  petition 
consisted  of  23  pages.  The  Moderator  then  declared  that  a  2/3rds  vote 
would  be  necessary  for  the  amendments  to  pass.

This  year  the  Library  hours  have  been  increased  by  the  Monday  and 
Saturday  openings  to  comply  with  regulations  of  Affiliated  Libraries, 
due  to  increase  in  the  population  of  the  town.

Much  interest  has  been  shown  toward  the  monthly  change  of 
exhibits  in  the  Ruth  Colby  Goffe  Exhibit  Case.  The  seasonal  decorations 
arranged  by  Trustee  Claudette  Durocher  have  brightened  the  library 
rooms,  and  received  many  favorable  comments. 

In  the  early  Fall  we  had  a  Book  Sale  in  connection  with  the 
Historical  Society  Food  Sale,  which  was  successful  in  spite  of  rain. 

According  to  the  Census  of  1970  and  the  well-known  increase  since 
then,  our  circulation  for  1973,  1431  books  or  magazines,  was  less  than 
one  book  per  person!  Surely  Litchfield  should  do  better  than  this.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

December,  1973 

To  the  School  Board  and 
Citizens  of  Litchfield: 

The  following  paragraphs  constitute  my  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

As  we  review  the  past  academic  year,  the  most  significant  accom- 
plishment has  been  a  further  development  and  refinement  of  an 
individualized  program  for  each  youngster  throughout  the  eight  years  of 
his  elementary  experience.  Under  the  able  leadership  of  Mr.  William 
Hassey,  the  staff  of  the  Griffin  Elementary  School  has  continued  the 
tedious  task  of  identifying  the  many  skills  inherent  in  each  discipline 
and  tailor  making  to  the  needs  of  every  youngster. 

Helping  to  make  the  task  of  individualizing  easier  has  been  the 
addition  of  the  new  building  with  its  flexible  design.  The  teaching  staff 
has  made  full  use  of  the  versatility  inherent  in  this  facility  and  have 
learned  to  work  together  and  to  group  and  regroup  the  students  in  a 
manner  that  helps  to  provide  a  program  of  continuous  progress. 

The  Griffin  Memorial  School  has  been  selected  as  one  of  twelve 
schools  to  participate  in  Project  SHARE,  a  federally  funded  project, 
under  Title  III  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of 
1965.  This  project  is  designed  to  promote  techniques  and  methodology 
in  individualized  guided  education.  Project  SHARE  will  provide  materials 
and  a  substantially  improved  program  of  in-service  education  at  no 
additional  cost  to  the  Litchfield  School  District. 

As  we  enter  the  1974-75  academic  year  we  hope  to  establish  a 
program  of  career  education  throughout  grades  1-8  that  will  help  to 
prepare  our  young  to  live  a  productive  and  rewarding  life.  A  unionwide 
committee  is  presently  working  on  a  format  for  a  comprehensive 
program  grades  1-12.  The  main  thrust  of  this  program  will  be  to  prepare 
all  students  for  a  successful  life  of  work  by  increasing  their  options  for 
occupational  choice,  by  eliminating  barriers,  real  or  imagined,  to  attain- 
ing job  skills,  and  by  enhancing  the  learning  achievement  in  all  subject 
areas  and  at  all  levels  of  education.  A  program  of  this  type  should 
prepare  all  students  upon  graduation  for  entering  the  job  market  with  a 
saleable  skill  or  continuing  their  education. 

During  the  past  year,  every  attempt  has  been  made  to  operate  the 
Litchfield  School  District  in  a  most  efficient  and  economical  manner.  As 
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the  cost  of  goods  and  services  continue  to  rise  concurrently  with  an 
increase  in  numbers  of  students,  we,  as  responsible  administrators,  must 
make  every  attempt  to  make  the  best  use  of  our  educational  resources. 
As  a  result,  we  concluded  the  1972-73  school  year  with  an  un- 
encumbered balance  of  $8,124.36  which  has  helped  to  ease  the  local  tax 
burden.  However,  as  is  true  of  other  elements  of  our  society,  we  are 
experiencing  and  anticipating  critical  shortages  in  materials  necessary  to 
run  the  schools.  As  of  this  writing,  we  have  still  not  received  paper 
supplies  ordered  ten  months  previously.  What  supplies  we  are  receiving 
have  increased  substantially  in  cost.  The  cost  of  milk  and  fuel  have 
increased  dramatically  and  we  are  apprehensive  about  a  continuous 
supply  of  the  commodities  necessary  for  our  schools  to  remain  in 
operation.  We  can  only  ask  for  continued  cooperation  from  parents  and 
students  as  we  adopt  those  emergency  measures  necessary  to  meet  these 
critical  shortages. 

The  most  significant  item  in  the  annual  budget  continues  to  be 
professional  salaries.  This  is,  as  it  should  be,  since  the  teacher  "per  se"  is 
the  heart  and  soul  of  the  instructional  program.  Without  teachers,  there 
ceases  to  be  an  instructional  program,  and  without  good  teachers,  there 
will  not  be  good  instruction  regardless  of  the  equipment,  facilities,  or 
supplies. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board,  Mr.  Hassey,  and 
the  entire  school  staff  for  their  unfailing  cooperation,  and  finally,  the 
citizens  of  Litchfield  for  their  commitment  to  excellence  in  the  total 
educational  program.

Dear  Mr.  Dolloff: 

The  need  for  continuous  curriculum  implementation  is  an  estab- 
lished acceptance  among  educators  who  are  effective  leaders.  Different 
pupils  learn  differently  and  pupil  learning  styles  differ  greatly  among 
students.  Schools  would  be  remiss  if  they  didn't  constantly  strive  to 
improve  programs  and  gear  techniques,  materials  and  activities  to  the 
needs  of  all  students.  Griffin  Memorial  has  gone  a  long  way  towards 
accomplishing  this  goal. 

The  Learning  Disability  Program  is  in  its  second  year  with  a 
part-time  tutor  working  under  the  auspecies  of  the  Learning  Disabilities 
Coordinator.  This  prescriptive  approach  is  helping  students  who  have 
difficulty  in  learning  the  basics.  In  some  instances,  some  students  are 
enjoying  school  and  having  a  meaningful  learning  experience. 

Extension  courses  and  workshops  are  a  way  of  life  at  the  elemen- 
tary school.  By  improving  techniques  and  identifying  meaningful 
materials,  students  are  taking  a  greater  interest  in  school.  Teachers  who 
keep  abreast  of  modern  changes  are  definitely  more  effective  in  their 
contact  with  pupils. 

The  I.G.E.  (Individual  Guided  Education)  Project  SHARE  has  been 
instituted  this  fall.  Litchfield  was  one  of  the  twelve  schools  that  was 
chosen  to  participate.  Litchfield's  past  two  year  history  contributed 
much  in  being  chosen  by  the  selection  committee.  This  three  year 
project  will  enhance  the  present  program  and  contribute  greatly  to 
gearing  materials  and  aids  to  individuals. 

During  the  current  year,  we  found  it  necessary  to  add  or  replace 
five  elementary  teachers.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  personnel:

Dear  Mr.  Dolloff: 

The  following  paragraphs  represent  my  first  annual  report  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  for  Secondary  Education.  Although  my  pri- 
mary duties  and  responsibilities  are  secondary  in  nature,  many  of  my 
comments  and  reactions  will  address  areas  that  encompass  the  entire 
curriculum  spectrum. 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Mr.  Hassey  the  programs  initiated 
during  the  previous  year  continue  to  be  refined  and  appear  to  be  highly 
successful.  Much  of  this  can  be  attributed  to  the  staffs  dedication  to 
quality  education  and  the  added  experience  that  has  been  gained  in 
working  with  a  more  individualized  program. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  budget  has  been  constructed  with  the 
concept  of  individualization  being  a  primary  goal.  Progress  has  been 
made  in  this  area  but  a  total  commitment  to  individualization  demands 
that  new  materials  be  added  yearly  to  update  and  replace  many  of  the 
consumable  items.  Thus,  the  73-74  budget  continues  to  emphasize 
books,  tapes,  filmstrips,  records,  filmloops  and  other  supplementary 
sources  that  lend  themselves  to  individualized  techniques. 

In  addition  to  refining  our  present  curriculum  offerings,  we  are  also 
requesting  two  additional  staff  members.  With  the  increased  enrollment 
these  positions  will  allow  us  to  maintain  present  class  size  and  also 
expand  our  curriculum  in  the  fields  of  art/music.  Adding  an  art/music 
position  will  not  only  provide  increased  curricular  offering,  but  it  will 
also  give  Litchfield  students  the  background  necessary  to  pursue  these 
subjects  in  more  depth  at  the  high  school  level.  With  Alvirne's  successful 
quarterly  system  more  opportunities  are  now  available  for  students  to 
explore  and  develop  individual  skills  in  the  fine  arts.  To  date,  we  have 
approximately  660  high  school  students  enrolled  in  the  music  program 
and  685  in  the  art  program.  Thus,  it  is  our  recommendation  that  an 
art/music  position  be  created  so  we  may  continue  to  effectively 
integrate  the  Litchfield  and  Alvirne  program. 
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The  73-74  academic  year  also  sees  the  Litchfield  staff  active  in  the 
area  of  staff  development  and  professional  growth.  With  the  event  of  the 
IGE  (Individualized  Guided  Education)  project,  teachers  are  engaged  in 
workshops  sponsored  by  the  Federal  Government  to  improve  individual- 
ized instruction.  Through  this  program  teachers  have  an  opportunity  to 
investigate  and  view  the  various  teaching  techniques,  materials,  and  other 
aids  that  are  essential  to  individualized  instruction. 

Teachers  are  also  involved  on  a  union  level  with  a  staff  development 
program.  Presently  we  are  in  the  process  of  developing  a  master  plan  for 
teacher  re-certification.  This  approach  will  replace  the  old  re-certification 
procedure  of  six  college  credits  every  five  years.  By  assuming  the 
responsibility  for  teacher  re-certification  local  unions  will  have  the 
flexibility  necessary  for  diagnosing  and  attacking  problems  which  are 
unique  to  the  individual  schools. 

In  closing,  I'd  like  to  thank  all  individuals  who  continue  to  support 
the  process  for  sound  educational  change.

Dear  Mr.  Dolloff: 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  our  plan  for  individualizing  the 
program  here  at  the  Griffin  Memorial  School  is  well  into  its  time 
schedule. 

Two  and  one-half  years  ago  the  town  of  Litchfield,  through  its 
School  Board,  committed  itself  to  a  system  of  continuous  progress  -- 
individualized  instruction.  This  program  was  enhanced  by  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  building  and  the  investment  in  in-service  time  and  money 
in  the  training  and  retraining  of  teachers. 

In  this  period  of  time,  we  have  taken  some  dramatic  steps  to  make 
our  "dream"  become  a  reality. 

Because  of  our  accomplishments  we,  at  the  school,  have  been 
fortunate  enough  to  become  part  of  two  of  the  major  federally  funded 
programs  in  the  state;  Project  SHARE  and  Project  SOLVE. 

Project  SHARE  is  a  project  geared  to  the  philosophy  of  IGE, 
Individually  Guided  Education.  In  joining  this  project,  it  was  evident 
that  we  here  at  the  school  were  proceeding  in  the  proper  direction. 

Project  SOLVE  is  another  program  which  speaks  to  the  individual- 
ized process,  and  is  in  line  with  our  present  programs  here  at  the  school. 

To  speak  of  major  accomplishments  one  must  consider  the  teaming 
of  teachers,  the  Learning  Center  and  the  involvement  of  parents  in  the 
educational  program. 

As  was  reported  last  year,  we  began  a  process  of  teaming  of 
teachers  to  better  the  instructional  program.  This  process  allows  us  to 
utilize  the  strengths  of  our  teachers  to  the  fullest.  It  further  allows  us  to 
reduce  the  size  of  each  team  so  that  children  can  be  allowed  the 
individual  attention  needed. 

The  newest  of  our  teams  is  that  which  consists  of  the  Reading 
Specialist,  Miss  Corinne  DiRusso,  the  Special  Education  Teacher,  Mr. 
Francis  Hoell,  the  Teachers'  Aide,  Mrs.  Margaret  Parent,  the  Learning 
Disabilities  Director  and  Tutor,  Mrs.  Gail  West  and  Mrs.  Carolyn  Hurd 
and  the  Speech  Therapist,  Mr.  David  Meltzer.  This  team  has  been 
eminently  successful.  It  has  allowed  us  the  opportunity  to  attack  some 
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of  the  major  problems  which  have  been  nationally  heralded,  such  as 
Reading  and  Math  difficulties  and  Learning  Disabilities.  Because  of  this 
program,  the  Town  of  Litchfield  is  being  recognized  as  a  center  of 
innovators  and  forerunners  in  our  field. 

Parent  involvement  has,  incredible  as  it  may  seem,  improved  over 
last  year.  Evidence  of  this  was  our  success  with  parent  conferences.  In 
our  first  term  last  year,  we  had  an  incredible  96.4%  attendance  of 
parents.  This  year,  this  percentage  has  risen  to  97.6%.  The  teachers  and 
I  are  extremely  grateful  and  excited  about  this  fact. 

Our  parent  volunteer  program  has  been  expanded  to  the  point  of 
joining  a  state-wide  program  in  the  middle  of  the  year.  One  of  the  main 
factors  in  the  success  of  our  parental  program  is  the  Parent  Advisory 
Council,  under  the  most  capable  leadership  of  Mrs.  Jane  White. 

This  organization  has  met  faithfully  each  month,  offering  sugges- 
tions for  improvement  as  well  as  services  for  the  school.  As  is  evident,  a 
recent  poll  was  taken  in  the  school  among  members  of  the  Parent 
Advisory  Council  and  the  results  were  nearly  unanimous  in  that  all  felt 
that  I  tend  to  carry  a  conversation  as  a  monologue  rather  than  a 
dialogue.  As  I  look  at  the  length  of  this  letter,  I  must  agree.  This  is  only 
because  I  am  very  proud  of  this  school,  and  all  of  the  people  involved, 
including  the  parents,  teachers,  staff  and  students. 

One  can  only  be  as  successful  as  the  people  who  pitch  in  and  help. 
The  townspeople  and  the  Budget  Committee  must  be  thanked  for  their 
continuous  support  over  the  past  few  years. 

Many  thanks  must  be  expressed  to  the  various  staff  members 
including  our  secretary  Mrs.  Mary  Frye;  our  Team  leaders  Mrs.  Deborah 
Hunt,  Primary  Team;  Mrs.  Cynthia  Gardner,  Intermediate  Team;  Mr. 
Paul  Malsbenden,  Junior  High  Team,  and  Miss  Corinne  DiRusso,  Learn- 
ing Center  Team;  our  nurse,  Mrs.  Candace  Hale;  our  Cafeteria  Director, 
Mrs.  Deanna  Stygles  and  her  staff;  our  custodians,  Mr.  James  Gass  and 
Mr.  Dennis  Beaudry  and  to  each  and  every  member  of  the  teaching  staff 
and  aides  for  their  sincere  dedication  and  support  throughout  the  year. 

A  special  thanks  must  be  expressed  to  the  School  Board  and  Central 
Office  for  all  the  support  and  dedication  to  our  policies  and  programs.
